EDITOB JOUBNAL: I bare your verbal 


note calling my attention to a brief 
article published in the Lovelock _4rju«, 
tating that several of the citizens in 
be section of Lovelock are indignant 
at negligence on the part of the Uni- 
versity in making analyses of certain 
amplea of tin ore said to have been 
ont to the Unlveieity. 
Permit me to say that daring the 


,1'ademio year just closed the Univer- 
Ity has assayed all samples sent to it 
with reasonable promptness and made 
he returns. I find no record of any 
amplea of tin ore having been sent to 
he University during this year; and I 
have therefore asked the writer of the 
ommuBication to the Argus to advise 
me what samples of tin ore were Bent 
rom Lovelock to the University, at 
what time they were sent and bow they 
were addressed. I wish to investigate 
arefally the charge of negligence here 
made. 


The University is competent to make 
atiefactory analyses of tin orea or any 
ther kind of ore, and is trying to meet 
he demands made upon it under the 
tatate which requires the President to 
iave samples of ore analyzed. 


There are two causes why the Uni- 
•ersity was not able for two or three 
'ears preceding the present academic 
•ear to make prompt returns of samples 
eut to it. In the reorganization of 
he school of mines and metallurgy for 
he academic year opening in Septem- 
ber, 1900, the Regents have divided the 
work of that school so as to meet folly 
he demands made upon it for analyses 
,nd aeaay of ores, as required by 
tatate. 
We have no money to keep open the 


aboratory daring the months of Jane, 
illy and August, when the University 
i not m session. When the legiala- 
ure reduced the amount of the ap- 
iropriation asked for by the Regents 


>f the University by the earn of $2,000, 
said that the lack of just this amount 
at off from the desired appropriation 
would prevent the carrying oat of the 
work of the University in the depart- 
ment of mining and metallurgy. 


However, It the complaint made by 


'Miner" in the columns of the Argus 
ppeara upon investigation to be well 
oanded, the University will aoknowl- 
dge the error and try to make amende 
or it.
